T h ey are sh ort on 
teeth , claws and ferocity, h ut in com ­ 
mon w ith m any oth e r anim als wh ich 
m ust depend on som eth ing oth er th an 
figh ting ability in orde r to exist th ey 
are long on th e a rt of concealment. 
It is easy to see h ow th e quail or th e 
grouse, 
by 
crouch ing 
in

g ra ss 
w h ich it so closely resembles, can es­ 
cape detection by th e eye. 
To som e 
anim als, such as th e snow sh oe rabbits, 
na ture h as given a protection of

S Do ra dus Mo st Lumino us 
Object in Univ erse. 


Cambridge, Mass.—A star 600,000 j 
times as bright as the sun and more 
than 185,000,000 miles in diameter has 
been classified by the Harvard uni­ 
versity observatory, according to a 
bulletin just issued by Director Har- j 
low Shapley. 
This star, which is 
k nown in the catalogues as S Doradus, 
j 
is the most luminous now k nown— j 
possibly the brightest object in the 
entire universe. 
S. Doradus is located in the large 
Magellanic cloud In the constellation 
Dorado near the south pole of the , 
heavens and is visible only to observ­ 
ers south of the eq uator. It is a vari­ 
able star, ranging in apparent magni- ! 
tude from 8.2 to 0.4 an increase or j 
decrease of slightly more than three 
times in brightness, and is invisible 
to the nak ed eye, although visible In 
telescopes of small aperture. 
Bea ts Sun 600.000 Times. 
Its faintness to an observer on the 
earth is due to its enormous distance 
—more than 100.000 light years—and 
the Investigations of H arvard observa­ 
tory have determined that its true 
brightness or mean absolute magni­ 
tude, is minus 8.9 , or 14.5 magnitudes 
brighter than the sun. This means 
that if it were located where the sun 
is, it would shine with <300,000 times 
the sun’s brightness. 
Photographs of S Doradus on 
a 
series of H arvard observatory plates, 
extending from 
1889 to 19 24, have 
been measured, and as a result of 
these studies Director Shapley lias 
classified the star as “a supergiant 
variable.” 
Though probably not so 
large in linear diameter 
a s some of 
the giant red stars, such as Iletel- 
geuse 
and 
Antares, 
recently 
meas­ 
ured through the interferometer at 
Mt. Wilson, S Doradus is much bright­ 
er and hotter than the giant red stars 
and is intrinsically the most brilliant 
star yet classified in the universe. 
L o ses Trillions of 
T o n s a Seco n d . 
According to the latest theories of 
stellar evolution a star or sun loses 
mass In the act of giving off radia­ 
tion. Director Shapley calculates that 
S ODoradus radiates energy at such a 
terrific rate that it loses two and one- 
half trillion tons of mass a second. 
This rate may have been exceeded 
temporarily by one or two of the 
nova e , 
or “blaze stars,’’ that have 
flamed up in the sk y only to fade 
away again, hut it is not eq ualed by 
any other k nown object in the celestial 
vault. 
As faint traces of nebulosity appear 
around S Doradus in long-time ex­ 
pos ur e s , 
it is assumed to be a true 
member of the Magellanic cloud or 
star cluster in which it appears. 
This 
remark able cluster was first observed 
by the navigator Andreala Corsali in 
1516 and was named in honor of Ma­ 
gellan, the explorer.

Cha rter, 2 53 Yea rs Old 


Harrisburg, 
Pa.—More 
than 
two 
centuries after it was drawn by the 
founder of Pennsylvania the William 
Penn Charter of Liberties was re­ 
stored to the hands of the people. 
The presentation 
was accompanied by 
one of the most brilliant functions In 
the history of the state. 
The document, drawn up at William 
Penn’s instance in the office of his 
lawyer in London, in 1682, concluded 
an arrangement with the crown for 
the establishment of the province of 
Pennsylvania. 
It was signed by Penn 
and others in the Society of Friends, 
April 25 that year. Penn submitted the 
charter to ids new colony in the fall, 
and it was accepted by the people of 
the first assembly In Chester, and con­ 
tinued in force until drafting and sign­ 
ing of a second charter on April 2. 
The first charter was returned to 
Penn, who took it to England when he 
returned in 1684. 
It remained in the 
family 
for 
some 
time, 
but 
finally 
passed into the hands of Gabriel Wells, 
a collector of New York , who resold it 
to the people of Pennsylvania at a 
nominal advance over the price he 
paid. 
The purchase was arranged by a 
Philadelphia newspaper, which raised 
a fund of $50,000. The document no\> 
is in the state library at Harrisburg.
